CONGRESSIONAL OPINION, 


The Committees Supposed to be in the Direction of 
Free lrade—Springer’s Disappolatmeut. 
Wasuincton, December 24 —There is about 
the usual diversity in the views expressed by 
congressmen to-night with regard to the com- 
position of the house committees, as an- 
nounced by the speaker to-day. The general 
opinion. however, seems to be that the assign- 
ments to places have, as a rule, been made 
with fairness and justice, and witha view to 
efficient work. The general feeling, there- 
fore, is one of satisfaction. Representative 
Willis, of Kentucky, whose relations with 
Carlisle are known to be intimate, says that 
in making up the committees the speaker 
paid most regard to the, character 
and the experience of the men to be placed, 
and that there was no intention or desire 
to punish anybody for the part taken by him 
in the speakership contest. Asa proof of the 
latter assertion Willis refers to the fact that 
Randall and a number of his prominent sup- 
porters have been given important chairman- 
ships, and that all the members of the New 
York delegation occupy committee places of 
responsibility. The members of the ways 
and means committee generally declined to- 
day to express any opinion as to the policy 
which that committee would adopt 
or the work it would under- 
take to do, Morrison, its chairman, 
said inreply to questions upon this point 
that the make-up of the committee indicated 
what the policy would be. But he declined 
to go into details or to express himself more 
definitely on the subject. A prominent con- 
servative democratic representative trom New 
England said in reply to questions that he 
preferred to wait a little before talking much 
about the organization of the waysand means 
committee. He wouid say, however, 
that the composition of the commit- 
iee Was not in accordance with 
conservative ideas on the tariff question. 
Most of its members were not men of mode- 
‘rate views, and selection of such men was, he 
thought, at variance with the sentiments ex- 
pressed by Carlisle in his speech accepting 
the office of speaker. Another eastern repre- 
sentative said that in his opinion the com- 
mittee would be found strongly in favor of 
ultimate free trade, a majority of 1ts members 
being in accord with its chairman, Morrison, 
on that question. How far it would be likely 
to go in carrying out its views was a question 
upon which speculation at present was 
useless, He thought that in view 
of the approaching presidential election the 
policy would forbid radical measures. A nia- 
jority of the democratic members of the 
house seem to be contented with the places 
assigned them, but a few, among them, 
Springer, of Illinois, express land dissatisfac- 
tion. The latter, itis said, expected to be 
chairman of the committee on elections, the 
position which he occupied in the  forty- 
sixth congress, but he was not even made a 
member of that committee, or given any 
other position. which he regarded in 
keeping with his experience and long service 
as a member of the house. The reason it is 
said, why Springer was noi given a place on 
the elections committee was that he was 
known to be unfriendly to Mr. Manning, of 
Mississippi, upon whose case that committee 
would have to pass judgment and make a re- 
part. Springer himself attributes his exclu- 
sion, as he regards it, from all important 
committees, to the hostility of Morrison.

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Under the first mentioned date, Mr. Hoppin 
informs Secretary Frelinghuysen of 
the arrest of Patrick O'Donnell, 
and of his antiety to have

assistance for one of its citizens accused oi 
crime in Great Britain, even if he were des- 
titute of means, and there seemed to be noth- 
ing in this case to inake it an exception.

end, which it is within their power to furnish, 
will be/given by the representatives of the 
United States in London. Such aid would 
be given asa matter of course, without spe- 
cific instructions from this department, to 
any American citizen accused of crimein any 
foreign country where this government is 
represented.’’ Under date of October 9th, 
1883, Secretary Frelinghuysen encloses to Mr, 
Hoppin the request of Hon. John A. Logan 
and others that Wm. F. Hynes and Wm. W. 
O’ Brien be authorized to appear 
in court in behalf of O'Donnell. 
He also incloses a repiy thereto, stating that 
he understands that General Pryor and ex- 
Judge Fullerton, of New York, are to take 
part in the defense. Mr. Lowell being absent 
from London, Mr. Hoppin replies to the last 
communication, stating that he has come to 
the conclusion that the certificate of naturali- 
zation produced by O’Donnell was either 
granted to some other person bearing the 
not unusual name of .Patriek O’Donneil, or 
that it was fraudulently obtained by fhe 
prisoner. It is possible, he says, that thestate 
department may decide that the simple fact 
of the prisoner’s possessing a certificate of 
naturalization in his own name is a sufficient 
proof of his citizenship, without regard to 
attendant facts.

O’DONNELL’S CITIZENSHIP SETTLED. 

The quesiion of O’Donnell’s citizenship is 
summed up inthe following communication 
from the secretary of state to the president 
‘In response to yourdirection I have the 
honor to inform you that an investigation 
was made of the rightof Patrick O'Donnell to 
claim citizenship in the United States, the 
result of which [ have the honor to commn- 
nicate to you herewith. The statements 
made in behalf of O' Donnell’s 
right to claim American citizenship are con- 
fHicting. It is asserted that heisa citizen: 
First, by the naturalization of his father, 
Michael, while he the son Patrick was yeta 
minor; second, by reason of service in the 
United States army during the war, and 
third, by naturalization, as one who resided 
in the United States for three years next, 
prior to his coming of age, and continuously 
thereafter up to the term of his making ap- 
plication for citizenship. The claim to citi- 
zenship thrqugh his father’s act rests on his 
own statement. No proof of the fact is 
found or furnished, and itis not confirmed 
by other members of the family that the 
father ever was naturalized. 
Had he Patrick O’Don- 
nel! need not have appied for 
naturalization. As to the second point 
O’ Donnell himself says that an injury to his 
arm prevented his enlistment in the army,

but that he was employed as a teamster in 
1864 on the United States government supply 
train in Colorado. It has not been thought 
necessary to verify this statement, for 
if true the fact would not give him 
a right to naturalization as one who had 
served in the army. and moreover the certifi- 
cate is not granted on the ground of bis hav- 
ing been a soldier. In support of the third al- 
legation, he produces a certificate of his nat- 
uralization on November 6, 1876, by: the pro- 
bate courtof Lawrence county, Ohio. Patrick 
O’ Donnell has a certificate of naturalization. 
He may have obtained it by mistake of the 
court, or by his own mistake, or there may 
be a mistake in the statements he now 
makes, and yet be an absence of fraud, and 
as the certificate is prima facie evidence of 
citizenship, and as 1 do not see evidence 
that O'Donnell practiced fraud upon the 
court, the United @States legation at London 
was invited to consider O’Donnell’s citizen- 
ship established. Under date of December 
lith, Mr. Frelinghuysen telegraphed Mr. 
Lowell of the action of the house of repre 
sentatives ascontained in the resolution of 
December 10th, repeated his instructions. 
THE FUTILITY OF THE EFFORT. 

On December 15th, Lowell telegraphed to 
Frelinghuysen acklowledging the receipt, on 
the 12tn, of his telegram of the 11th, and stat- 
ing that he immediately sent its substance to 
Lord Granville, who, on the 13th, acknowl- 
edged its reception and stated that it had 
been refered to the proper authorities; that 
on the date of His télegram, the 15th, 


following words: “Sir: With reference to 
u.y letter of the 15th instant, I have now the 
honor to state to you, that the counsel of 
O'Donnell, having submitted such re presen- 
tations as he thought advisible on behalf

CHINESE CLAIM FOR CITIZENSHIP 


Judge Truax Decides that a Chinaman Cannot Be- 
comen Citizen. 

New York, December 24.—Jose Pasaz, a 
Chinaman recently appeared in the superior 
court seeking to become an American citi- 
zen. He had already secured his first papers. 
Judge Truax refused to naturalize him until 
he had examined the law. After a careful 
review of the matter Judge Truax gave his 
decision to-day,saying tbe applicant obtained 
his first papers after the passage 
of the act of congress, Feb- 
ruary 8th,1875, which amended section 2169 of 
the revised statutes, by inserting the words, 
being afree white person,” etc. It has 
been held that a native of China, of the Mon- 
golian race, is not a white person. The Chi- 
nese immigration act of May, 1882, declares 
that nostate courtor courtof the United 
States shall admit the Chinese to citizenship. 
He therefore denies the application for his 
ad mission to citizen ship.

FRENCH AFFAIRS, 

Tovton, December 24.—lIhe French trans- 
port Vinlong, with General Millot and staff 
on board, sailed to-day for. Tonquin. She 
will take some troops aboard at Algiers. The 
transport European will sail for Tonquin to- 
morrow with reinforcements. 

The government of French Cochin China 
reports that the council of the regency at 
Hue notified him that Hiephema abdicated 
the throne of annam, and a new king, fifteen 
years old, was crowned December 2d, under 
the name of Kienphua. The annamite min- 
ister of tinance, who is hostile to the French. 
then became head of the council. The crisis 
lasted several hours, during which the gates 
of the citadel were closed and Hue was placed 
in a state of siege. When the gates were re- 
opened the death of Hiephema was arnounc- 
ed. The country was agitated and: rmed 
bands occupied the suburbs of Hue and 
threatened the French legation, M. Cham 
peaux, French resident at Hue, has since re- 
ported a better situation of affairs. He advises 
that strong pressure be exercised on the 
council at Hue and he refuses to open 
relations with Kienphua until the latter is 
recognized by France. 

Prince Napoleon has withdrawn from the 
candidacy for member of the chamber of 
deputies for Barbe JZi@ux. 

The National denies the rumors media- 
tion between France and China, and says the 
prince is resolved to carry it out alone, as the 
honor of France may decide. The task has 
been undertaken in Tonquin, and will only 
consider task finished when Anam under- 
stands that it is impossible to evade the ful- 
fillment of her treaty obligations. The Mar- 
quis Tseng, Chinese ambassa’or, left Paris to- 
aay for London. 

M. DeLesseps, in delivering a lecture ves 
terday, at Abbeville department of the 
Somme, repeatedly declared that as long as 
he and his sons lived the Suez canal would 
remain under French control. 

THE IRISH EXILES IN CANADA. 

Toronto, December 24.—The Irish citizens 
here held a meeting yesterday forthe pur- 
pose of bringing before the:r countrymen and 
the public generally the present distressed 
condition of pauper immigrants in this city. 
Substantial aid was subscribed to alleviate 
their immeciate wants,and an influential 
committee was appointed canvass for 
funds. : 

Lonpon, December 24.—Mr. Tuke, chair- 
man of the Tuke emigration committee, in 
a letter to the Times, - quotes copi 
ous extracts from letters expressing the 
gratitude of the emigrants who have been as- 
sisted in their passage to America by the Tuke 
fund. Many instances are cited in which the 
emigrants are returning their passage money. 
Of 5,400 persons assisted to emigrate in 1883 
by the Tuke committee one-fhird went to 
Canada and two-thirds to the United States. 
fuke says from the emigrants themselves, 
from their employers, from inspectors and 
from American bishops and priests, we have 
accumulated evidence that they had enjoyed 
great happiness in helping to swell the ranks 
of the prosperous free and intelligent miil- 
ions of the Irish race in America. The com- 
munication was written by Mr. Tukein re- 
ply to recent adverse criticisms upon the work 
of the Tuke emigration committee.

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The White People of the Coke Country Denounce the 
Immeorality of the Mungarian Laborers. 

PirrsburG, December 24.—A dispatch from 
Scottdale, Pennsylvania, says a war against 
the Hungarians has been inaugurated, and 
last night the following circular was posted 
throughout the Coke country: ‘To the citi- 
zens of the commonwealth of Pennsylvania: 
One of the most degrading impositions 
upon the people of this commonwealth 
is the wholesale importation of Slavo- 
nians, rroneously known as Hun- 
garians, into the Connellsville Coke 
regions, a perniciouscustom which must end 
immediately and the serfs returned for the 
following reasons: These beings are crowding 
out our own miners and laborers, who are es- 
tablished, tried and good citizens, from their 
employment and theirhomes, They will not 
become naturalized oitizens, but ina time 
will return to Hungary with all the cash they 
can save, thereby draining the district of many 
thousand dollars annually, They are extreme- 
ly filthy in their habits, living-on what Amer- 
ican people could not eat. Their morals are 
the lowest of any Caucasian, being the lowest 
of any class of laborers that 
ever inhabited this country, living 
in a state of promiscuity, regardless of mari- 
tal relations. They are unscrupulous in all 
their transactions. Their intelligence is the 
lowest in the scale of any class of people in 
this country to-day. Only about five per 
cent can read and write, being far below the 
average Chinaman. Much time and labor 
have been Jost by all classes trying to elevate 
this people against their will, but all without 
avail. Their habits grow worse the longer 
they siay, until they can no longer be en- 
dured. Forbearance bas ceased to be a virtue. 
People who are degrading American labor are 
an injury to our commerce, and a blot on the 
commonwealth, and will not be endured. 
American labor, as well as American manu- 
factures, must be protected,”’

RomE, December 2.4--Mr Lynch, the guard, who 
shot the colored convict Saturday afternoon, to- 
day sued outa writ of habeas corpus, which was 
tried by Ordinary H. J. Johnson, and after 
hearing the evidence, Lynch. was released on a one 
hundred dollar bond. 

The unfortunate affair for which Lynch was held 
occurred on Saturday evening at. the county con- 
vict camp about three miles from Rome. The 
chaingang has been at wo rik for some time on the 
public roads. A superintendent and several guards 
supervise the work. It seems that about five 
o’clock Saturday Mr.John L ynch, one of the guards, 
ordered George McCra ry, acolored convict, to cease 
work on the rock crusher where he was then work- 
ing. Instead ofcomplying George turned around 
to some of his fellow convicts, and exclaiming 
““Good-by,’’ started on a run toward a steep bluff. 
His manacies were loose and he ran rapidly, On

Rerorts from the sugar parishes of Louisi- 
apaannounce that the cane cropof 1885 is 
much largerthan expected, owing to the 
ripeness of the cane. Thecrop of molasses 
will be ghort; the warm weather has tended 
to make it ferment, decreasing its value. Great 
yields are reported on some plantations, the 
most notable being that of Belle Alliance, on 
which 2,500,000 pounds of sugar were made 
and 700 hogsheads of open-kettle sugar.

OUR INSANE POPULATION. 

The figures of the census of 1880 supply 
data by which the proportion of insane to 
each class of population may be ascertained, 
and the attentive study of this report, anc of 
the statistics furnished from time to time by 
the'state superintendents of insane asylums 
will largely explain the causes and sources of 
the increase of insanity in this country. 

It appears from past reports that from 1850 
to 1860, the foreign born population increased 
about 100 per cent., and the foreign born in- 
gane 181 per cent. From 1860 to 15/0 our 
foreign burn population increased only 30 per 

During this period the insane of chis 

increased nearly 100 per cent, From 
to 1880 ‘the foreign born in- 
crease was less than 20 per cent., 
but the increase of the insane was 1050 per 
cent. An eminent specialist in reviewing 
these statistics calls attention to the fact that 
although the proportion of native insane to 
native population remained about thesame in 
50, '60 and ‘70, the proportion of foreign in- 
sane in the foreign element increased from 
1 in 1,095 in 1850 to lin 497 in 1870; and in 
1880 to 1 in 250, while the native insane 
amount to 1 in 662 ofnative population. In 
other words, one eighth of the aggregate pop- 
ulation furnishes nearly one-third of the ag- 
gregate insane. 

The northern states, including the district 
and the territories, contain about 60 per cent 
of the entire population, and furnish 70 per 
cent of the insane. The comparison of the 
proportion of insane in the 
northern foreign population with 
that of the  colured population in 
the south is very striking. These elements 
are nearly equal in number, but the for- 
mer exceeds the latter in the production of 
insanity by the proportion of nearly five to

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COMPARATIVELY few people understand the uses 
of asbestos. The Greeks and Romans made nap- 
kins and towels of it, as well as wrappings for the 
dead, when bodies were cremated. For centuries, 
however, the art of spinning or weaving the mate- 
rial was lost, and it isonly recently that it has 
again been discovered. Asbestos can be made into 
cloth, thread, paper for writing and printing, and 
for sheathing buildings, and pasteboard, It has 
been made into garments for professional firemen, 
millboard sheathing, packing for enginés, lamp- 
wicks, gloves for the use of workmen handling hot 
substances, fireproof roofing, paint, cement and 
curtaias for theatres. For building purposes 
asbestos may be utilized in various ways, and 
there is nothing equal toit as a preventive’of the 
spread of flame. Asbestos is composed of silciate of 
magnesia, silciate of lime and protoxide of iron 
and magnese. Itis a variety of hornblende, greasy 
to the touch, and having sometimes long fibres. re 
sembling in their better qualities, fine silk. The 
material when taken from the mines is in every 
shape, from bundles of loose fibres to hard * blocks 
which may be broken into a fibrous state. It is pro- 
duced by some unknown process of decomposition 
and effectually resists the action of fire and 
of acids.

THE late Professor Evangelinus Apdstolides 
Sophocles, of Harvard, had many pleasant acquain- 
tances, butnointimate friends.

He gave his native Grecian villagea 
system of water works, footing the bill himself, but 
objected to having the fact made public. The stu- 
dents considered the old professor rather eccentric, 
and his assertion that the Bible, Don Quixote and 
the Arabian Nights were the three best books, and 
comprised the entire philosophy of life, has often 
been quoted against him. The professor had an 
oriental look, and resembled an Arab sheik. He 
spoke English without the slightest foreign accent, 
and showed that he was quite as well acquainted 
with modern lifeas he was with the men and 
things of the ancient world. He could never be 
made to understand that the modern methods oj 
transmitting money were safe,and it was his cus 
tom every few yearsywhen he gdesired to 
present his brother in Greece with some Of his say- 
ings, to takea trip over the water himself in order 
to see that the money was safely delivered.

MEXICO AND MEXICANS. 


A GEORGIAN ABROAD AMONG THE 
GREASERS. 


A Visit to Paso Del Norte—A History of Over Three 
Hundred Years—Bull Fighting as an Amuse- 
ment—An Ancient Cathedral- Blistered 
by a Norther—Prairie Dogs, Etc. 


Special to The Constitution. 

Paso, DEL NORTE, MEX1Co December 24.—This 
old town, founded over three hundred years ago, 
is situated on the south side of the Rie Grande, op- 
posite to, and connected by Street railroad with the 
new and ftliourishing American city of El Paso. A 
cathedral built two bundred and eighty years 
since is one of its great curicsities, but to me its 
greatest curiosity is the bull fight. Being the week 
of some patron Saint, thipgsare lively here, being 
mixed up; church inthe morning, and for a 
change, in the afternoon, monte, cock tights anc 
bull baiting. At nighta robbery or burglary or 
two; but, then, this is Mexico anda great big re 
ligious week, soit is excusable, 

This place as it name indicates is ‘‘the pass of the 
north,’’ being a gap in this mountain range, a spur 
of the Sierra through which the “Rio Grande del 
Norte’? runs. This riveris about six'y yards wide 
now, and atits highest, about 150 yards wide, very 
muddy and apparently sluggish, though its water 
when filtered is excellent for drinking purposes. 
The houses here are nearly all built of adobes 

Mexican fashion, that one story with 

and thatch roof and of a large 
witha court ac in the centre. Such 

are CLO in summer and 
in winter, the walls being about fourteen 
inches thick. The adobe is pronounced “Doby.”’ 
It is made of dirt, strawand gravel, dried in the 
sun, being about 12x14 inches. and about 4 inches 
thick. When laiaqin the wall their costis about 
$15 per thousand. Ina climate where there is little 
or no rain, as this was years ago, the adobe house 
isthe most comfortable one built, especially if 
plastered outside and inside. In such the centi- 
a, other insects and snakes cannot find 
odgment, which is an item here. 
The Mexicans claim that the seasons 
have been changed by the influx of Americans 
and that the rains are now longer, heavier an 
oftener than in the days when an American Wasa 
rarity. The building of railroads, or some other 
cause has, itappears, civilized the weather; but 
to this date has failed to Americanize the Mexican. 
The improvidence of the negro race is equaled by 
the Mexican, who will spend his daily pittance as 
quickly as it comes to his hand. Heis thereforea 
good citizen for the merchant, who panders to bis 
taste forgaud and glitter, and selis him at high 
prices, 

There has been a norther for the past three days, 
and the Mexican, wrapped in his many-colored or 
solid red blanket. showing only his nose, with a 
broad brimmed white felt-hat or sombrero heavily 
banded, slouched over his black eyes, isthe rule 
and not theexception. The Mexican’s antipathy 
to speaking Fuglish is equaled only only by his 
dislike to ‘* Los Gringos,”’ as he calls the Americans. 
This refers only to the lower classes, The educated 
Class speak good English and are very genteel, 

[ strolled into the quaint old adobe Catholie 
church, with its thatened roof, situated on the 
plaza, this afternoon and woudered at its age and 
good condition.

Soon 
other lean pony and dirty vaquero putting an- 
ther rope were visible, and then by dint of haul 
ug, asmall bull was dragged into the arena, My 
recollections of what Spanish history had said a 
bull fights vanished, and was “sold.’’ Aftre 
throwing the poor scared bull his horns were 
sawed off near the points,and he was on his feet 
pawingtheair. The vaquero wasnot noticed. To 
the sound of a trumpet four gaudily dressed 
Mexican toreadors on foot, with faded pink 
cambric coverlets, appeared and tried to devi 
a bull into a fight. The first animal did charge the 
toreadors, who easily eluded him, but the bull had 
not lost the horse nor the horse lost the bull, so the 
horse and the bull eluded each other and the 
vaquero could not use his spear. The toreadors 
then stuck little spikes sharped like fishhooks into 
the bull, but still he and the horse avoided each 
other. Three other bulls would pot, as they were 
successively let into the corrall, even fight the rags, 
It wes ascomplete a farce as l ever saw and the 
cold I caught there has sickened me of bull fights. 
Several pretty Mexican ladies were present. 

Grapes, fruitand vegetables with a little small 
grain is raised, by means of accequias, or ditches, 
which flood the land. Away from water courses, 
this section of Mexico seems worthless. The 
fences of thislong straggling town of ten miles 
are all ofadobes. Cottonwood trees grow from the 
cuttings along the ditches. The streets are narrow 
and the place, I presume, looked the same two 
hundred years ago. Progress and the average 
Mexican are sworn enemies. Improvements are 
all made by Americans and othertoreigners. Tre 
present rulers of Mexico seem to be the only 
crowd that has ever tried to improve the country, 

The Mexican government pays a large subsidy to 
the parties building railroads into that country, 
and extends every facility it can, as the rulers real- 
ize the fact that railroads must be built or their 
country remain behind the age. The Mexican 
Central railroad is fast being completed between 
this point and the city ef Mexico, a distance of over 
twelve hundred miles, and next May will see the . 
steel rails laid its entire length. 

To-morrow a party composed of Colonel D. B. 
Robinson amnesia manager of the road; Mr. Her- 
ron, secretary of Wells & Fargo Express; and sey- 
eral other geutlemen leave for the city of Mexico 
by way of the Central railroad or ‘Ferro Carril Cen- 
tral Mexicano,’’ as kuown here. There isa gap of 180 
miles between the two divisions that will be tray- 
eled in ambulances. Four night's camping out 
in the mountains will be sufficient Each man 
will be well armed and carry hisoutfit of bedding. 
A splendid time is anticipated. 

The building of the northern 
Colonel Robinson’s superintendency is without 
parallel for rapid ity. There were 351 miles of 
track laid in 219 days. In August sixty-eight miles 
and in July fifty eight miles were laid. On An- 
gust 30th he laid three miles, and fourand a quar- 
ter milesthe next day. ‘The first ten days of this 
month added twenty-two miles; this too on a grade 
of fifty-two feet to the mile. The sum- 
mit of the mountains was crossed about 
58S miles south of here. This 
record fora man only about thirty-six years old 
has promoted Colonel Robinson from the superin- 
tendency to the eutire managemedt of the Mexican 
Central, which road in its unfinished state now 
earns $200,000 a month. ‘Thirty loaded cars from 
the American side is the average tonnage now car- 
ried into Mexico. When completed,the trafic will, 
I believe, equal that of the state road. 

Passenger trains will run from El Paso to the’ 
C ity of Mexico in May next. Then a trip to Mexico 
will supersede one toCuba. The tounst, the invalid, 
the land grabber and the diumme r will be found 
here in numbers.

A WOMAN BISHOP TALKS. 


He Opposes Female Suffrace and ts in Favor of Com- 
pulsory Olvil Marriage. 

New York, December 24,—Bishop Sharp, 
of Salt Lake City, whois President of the 
Utah Central railroad, a director of the Union 
Pacific, and also a brother of the fugitive 
George Sharpe of Atlanta, was on the point 
of leaving for home last evening, when he 
was accosted by a reporter, who said to him: 

“Bishop, I am very sorry that you have so 
little time at your disposal, as I should like 
to obtain your views of the Mormon ques- 
tion.”’ 

‘Well, I can give them to you,” 

‘while I am strapping my valise. 
you want to know? 

‘What do you think of a plan of a commis- 
sion to take the place of your territorial legis- 
lature?’ 

‘*I don’t think it is worth considering, for 
Senator Edmunds has killed it.’’ 

“Then you have read his letter to the In- 
dependent?” 

“No: but I have seen an 
in the Evening Post.” 

‘That I believe was the whole letter? 

“Then, if it was, all I have to say about it 
that itis an admirable ooe. I[approve of it 
generally, and:so will vhe majority of our 
people. As to what be says of the uncon- 
stitutionality of the commission measure, we 
never doubted that he would regard itin 
that light. It originated with afew discon: 
tented politicians, who, not being able to ob- 
tain the offices of the territory, were deter- 
mined that the majority of the people should 
not Ossess them. The senator's 
proposa of making civil mar- 
riage compulsory, isan excellent one and 
ought to be adopted, not only in-Utah, but 
everywhere. I intend, however, to forestall 
him in this, for as soon as I reach home I will 
endeavor to have such a bill introduced 
in our legislature. Now, one thing 
more, which, with those I have mentioned, 
comprises all that is important in Senator 
Edmunds’ letter—the repeal of female sutfrage. 
We haveno objection tothat. It will save our 
women from contact with many disreputable 
characters. Female suffrage was advocated by 
‘Gentiles’ themselves, because it was thought 
the Mormon women would take advantage of 
it to gain independence from their husbands’ 
control. But they did not feel disposed to vote 
themselves outcasts of society.

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A WESTERNIJAVALANCHE 


Kleven Mon Caught Uader a Mass of Snow and Killed 
and Wounded. 

Denver, Colorado, December 24.—A dis- 
patch to the Tribune from Oury, Colorado, 
says news has been received in Ouray of a 
terrible accident at the Virginius mines, 
which occurred Friday.
